Marine biologist Sylvia A. 
Earle has lived for weeks at 
a time in underwater labs. 
She makes excursions from 
the lab into the water to 
study marine ecosystems, and 
holds the world’s record for the 
deepest solo dive. Both a sea 
urchin and a marine plant have been named after her. 


NICKELODEON MAGAZINE; What’s it like to live 
underwater for a long time? 

SYLVIA A. EARLE: It’s really special to stay with fish 
around the clock. You get to know individual fish. Not all 
fish of a species act alike. Some are more curious than 
others, some are more aggressive, some are more shy. 

It’s just as it is with cats and dogs and horses and people. 


Do you have a 
favorite kind of 
fish? 

I love them all, I like 
the personality of 
grouper. They’re big, 
friendly fish that 
follow you around 
and can’t stand not 
knowing what’s going 
on. And cuttlefish (above) are among the most charming: 
They communicate by changing colors. They flash light 
and dark to express moods—anger or aggressiveness or 
maybe “I love you.” Imagine talking in rainbows. 



What’s the underwater lab, the Aquarius, like? 

It’s a little bit like the space shuttle. It's cylindrical—like 
a big can on its side—and it’s large enough to accom¬ 
modate six people. There are three bunks on each side. 

Is it dark there, sixty feet underwater? 

There’s plenty of light when the sun is up. It gets 



darker when the sun goes down, but it doesn’t get 
totally dark—starlight and moonlight illuminate clear 
water down to at least a hundred feet. 


Are there any dangers? 

You need to take care of vour ears, because they’re 
subject to pressure as you go deeper into the ocean. The 
pressure can cause earaches and infections. And because 
you’re in the water so long when you dive, you get the 
equivalent of dishpan hands all over your body. It’s 
important that when you get inside the lab, you dry off. 

What about on your days off? Can you stay out of 
the water and just relax?

Do you surf around sharks? 

Sharks are always in the water. You just don’t think 
about them—until you see one. But it’s not something 
I worry about. They’re more scared of us than we are 
of them.

My throat would swell up because of the salt water, so I 
couldn’t really swallow much. I would just have baby food 
and Gatorade, while treading water. During the night,

Did you see any sharks? 

There were three. I actually didn’t see them, but the 
crew told me about them afterwards. I did see a sperm 
whale. It swam with me for a couple of hours. It was an 
awesome sight. I had just swum all through the night 

and I still couldn’t see any land, so it kept my spirits up.

Is there another long swim that you would like to do? 
Yeah, I’m actually going to swim from Mexico to Cuba 
in July. That’s the next big one. It’s thirty or forty miles 
longer than from Cuba to Florida. 

Which do you like better: showers or baths?

Michael Faught is director of 
the underwater archaeology 
program at Florida State 
University in Tallahassee. 

He scuba dives in oceans and 
rivers to excavate shipwrecks 
and prehistoric sites. 


NICKELODEON MAGAZINE: How did you get into 
underwater archaeology? 

MICHAEL FAUGHT: In college, I was interested in 
archaeology and the great population growth at the end 
of the last Ice Age [around 11,000 years ago]. Sea levels 
were much lower at the time, so there are sites where 
people lived that were on dry land then but are under¬ 
water now. And that’s what I do—explore those sites. 

What’s the most important thing you’ve found? 

At one prehistoric site off the coast of Florida, we found 
a [spear-like] point that’s about 9,000 years old. We also 
found elephant, horse, and giant sloth bones that are 
about 11,000 years old. 

How do you know where to look for sunken ships? 
You can check historical documents to find out where a 
ship went down. Or you can look at crash points—reefs 
and places where ships ahvays crash. The third way is 
to use remote sensing devices, such as sonar or a 
magnetometer [a tool that's like a big metal detector]. 


Do animals ever give you a 
hard time when you dive? 

In the rivers, the water 
moccasins [American water 
snakes] are scary and aggres¬ 
sive. Alligators are kind of 
docile, as long as you don’t go 
in around their dinnertime. 

Do your hands get pruney? 

Yes, but my feet get more 
pruney, because I wear booties 
with my fins, and I usually 
wear the wet booties all day 
long, even after I get out of the 
water. So my feet get really wrinkled and ugly. 

What happens if you have to go to the bathroom 
when you’re underwater? 

Some people don’t like to pee in their wet suits, but quite 
frankly, it warms you up. So I think most people do. 

What’s the ultimate find for someone in your field? 

In terms of shipwrecks, slave ships are really important 
to find, because the story they tell is so important. 

W r hat has been the biggest surprise? 

One time when we were digging, there was this stuff 
that looked like a straw mat—it was big and circular. 

I couldn’t figure out what it was, and then it dawned on

It’s easy to recycle bottles, cans, and newspapers. But what about old boats, tanks, 
and airplanes? Incredibly, one way to recycle them is to chuck them into the ocean— 
to build artificial undersea reefs where fish can breed and live. Here’s how some 
worn-out junk has been converted into homes for sea creatures. 



Tanks a lot I 

Most old tanks and ships are 
passed on to scrap yards, but the 
state of New Jersey has relocated 
some military trash to the ocean 
floor. Over the past 14 years, the 
state submerged approximately 
250 army tanks and more than 
100 ships to create a habitat for 
mussels and young fish. The reefs 
have also become popular spots for 
fishing and scuba diving. 

Underwater Pile-Up 

Up until last year, old cars 
were one of Alabama’s 
most popular reef 
materials. The car 
bodies deteriorated 
quickly, however, and 
were easily tossed 
about by storms, which 
upset the thousands of 
red snapper that lived 
there. Fishermen also 
complained about catching 


car hoods and slicing their nets 
on rusty fenders. Alabama’s reefs 
are now built from longer-lasting 
items, such as tanks or large 
garbage containers. 

It’s Plane to Sea - 

In 1993, the owner of an old Boeing 
727 airplane donated the jet to the 
government of Dade County, 
Florida. To show its appreciation, 
the county gave the plane a first- 
class ticket to the bottom of the 
ocean. For a year, the airliner 
housed more than 100 local high- 
school experiments, testing every¬ 
thing from how coral grows to the 
effects of seawater on plastic bags. 
In 1994, a tropical storm ruined the 
experiments, but the jet still 
attracts many fish and divers. 




On the Ball 

Many artificial reefs along the Gulf 
of Mexico are made of leftover . 
construction-site concrete. Wet 
concrete is poured over inflated 
plastic buoys and hardens into 
hollow spheres called Reef Balls. 
Because the plastic buoys are full 
of air, the balls float on the water 
as they are towed out to sea. Then 
the buoys are deflated, and the 


hole-filled balls drop to the ocean 
floor. Reef Balls don’t deteriorate 
underwater as quickly as metal 
objects, and they’re also easier to 
put in place. Reef builders have 
sunk more than 20,000 Reef Balls 
around the world in the past three 
years, adding more than 4.25 
billion pounds of fish to the world’s 


oceans.

Geoff Edgers flushed out the answers to our plumbing questions. 



Whether you flush, brush, or bathe, all used water in your 
home goes to the same place. If you live in the country or 
the suburbs, wastewater is usually piped to an under¬ 
ground septic tank on your property. Bacteria in the tank 
decompose the waste into a harmless liquid that seeps 
out into the ground and gases that vent into the air. 

In the city, there isn’t enough room for every building to 
have its own septic tank. Instead, wastewater travels 
through an underground network of pipes to sewage treat¬ 
ment plants. There, the mucky water is put through filters, 
treated with bacteria that “digest” the harmful wastes, and 
then doused with chemicals, such as chlorine, in the end, 
the water is waste-free and gets poured into lakes, rivers, 
or the ocean. The sewage treatment plant is left with a 
squishy by-product called sludge, which is buried, burned, 
used as fertilizer, or digested by even more bacteria. 

A whole city’s waste can really add up. In Los Angeles, 
the Hyperion Treatment Plant processes 350 to 400 
million gallons of wastewater every day. 


Why is water sometimes brown when it 
comes out of the tap? Is it safe to drink? 

The bad news is that tap water usually turns brown 
from rust, dirt, and minerals in the water pipes. The 
good news is that this brown water is almost never 
harmful, and the color wifi usually disappear after 
you run the water for a few minutes. 





Sometimes your water is brown because you 
haven’t used the faucet in a while-the normally 
invisible bits of rust and dirt have built up over time. 
But the stuff lining the pipes also gets loosened 
when water is blasted through the pipes faster than 
usual. It’s like when you wash a dish: The harder you 
run the water, the easier the dried food comes off. 


This explains why brown water often occurs when 
fire hydrants have been opened. Opening a fire 
hydrant makes water shoot quickly through nearby 
pipes, making tap water rusty.

It’s pretty easy to mix instant lemonade powder into 
water. Something similar happens underground. 
Harmless minerals from the soil dissolve into well 
water, rivers, lakes, and springs, which are our main 
sources of drinking water. The taste of tap water 
depends on the water's mix of minerals. Sometimes 
the taste is also affected by chlorine, which some 
communities put into the water to purify it. 

These different ingredients mean that some faucet 
water is tastier than others. According to the judges 
of the 1998 Festival of the Waters in Berkeley Springs, 
West Virginia, the best-tasting tap water in the United 
States spurts from the faucets of Los Angeles. (The 
water of Montpelier, Ohio, was a close second.) 


The water in your toilet comes from the same pipes 
that provide your tap water, but that doesn’t mean it’s 
a good idea to let the water closet be your pooch or 
kitty’s watering hole. The toilet bowl can be pretty 
dirty, and if it's not, the cleaning chemicals used to
